earrying on the government of the 
country in fulfillment of the pledges 
of a most solemn kind again and again 
repeated. For thts he has incurred the 
displeasure and active hostility of the 
Stock Exchange and reactionary forces 
generally, and the thinly veiled attack 
Made by Mr. Roosevelt upon Sir Eldon 
Gorst’s administration must have been 
inspired by the vampires. 

“His references to the Nationalist 
Party and to the reasons for our being 
in Egypt betray such colossal ignorance 
‘as to put Mr. Roosevelt out of court as 
a serious guide, but, apart from this, 
is it intolerable that a man who has 
béen President of the United States of 
America, and may-be so again, should 
be allowed to interfere in our foreign 
politics, and use a position of privilege 
to try to hound out of public life a val- 
uable servant of the State with whose 
policy he does not happen to agree.

“Il am going to give you a novel ex- 
perience,’’ Lord Northcliffe said to his 
guest. ‘‘I am going to introduce you to 
a number of visitors from America who 
will neither speak to you nor expect you 
to make a speech to them.” 

The visitors from America to whom 
Lord Northcliffe then presented the 
Colonel were some of the bobins which 
he imported into England from Central 
Park, New York, eighteen months ago.

EXPLORERS FIND PYGMIES. 


Race of Negritos Live on the Slopes of 
the Snow Mountains,

nounces that the British scientific ex- 
pedition to explore the Great Snow 
Mountains in Dutch New Guinea dis- 
covered at an elevation of 2,000 feet a 
tribe of pygmy people, whose average 
height is about 4 feet 8 inches and 
who undoubtedly belong to that divi- 
sion of the human race known as ne- 
gritos. 

Hitherto these people have only been 
known to inhabit three widely separat- 
ed areas, viz, the Andaman Islands in 
the Bay of Bengal, the northern portion 
of the Malay Peninsula, where they 
are known as Smangs, and certain areas 
in the Philippine Islands, in particular 
the northern island of Luzon. 

The possible occurrence of the nagri- 
tos in the Papuan sub-regions has been 
the subject of much discussion, and tha 
view that they did not occur there has 
been widely accepted by anthropolo- 
gists. The present discovery will ac- 
count for the presence of various ano- 
malous races In the remoter parts of 
the other Sunda Islends. 


SMUGGLER LYON FINED $5,000 


Publicity of Such Cases Commended 
by Judge Relletab.

TRENTON, N. J., June 2.—Declaring 
that publicity was a fitting portion of 
any sentence for smuggling or kindred 
crimes, United States District Judge Rell- 
stab to-day fined Hiram R. Lyon of Min- 
neapolis, Minn., $5,000 for attempting to 
smuggle two pearl necklaces into Hobo- 
ken. 

Lyon, who its wealthy, was caught a 
few days ago with the necklaces in his 
pocket. The duty amounted to $2,400, and 
it was the belief of the accused and his 
counsel, Hubert E. Rogers of New York, 
that $2,500 would be the extent of thé 
fine. They were surprised at the amount, 
but it was paid, and Lycn was discharged 
from ball. 

United States Attorney Vreeland ac- 
companied the party to this city and 
asked permission to file a criminal in- 
formation, to which, he said, Lyon would 
plead non-vult, and he would then move 
for sentence, as Lyon wanted to get back 
to Minneapolis. The District Attorney 
said the Government would be content 
with a fine. 

The court gave permission to file the 
criminal information, which acts as an 
indictment by a Grand Jury, and Lyon 
pleaded non-vult. 

In passing sentence the court roundly 
scored Lyon and said that attempts at 
smuggling by wealthy persons must be 
stopped at all hazards. 


GRAIN MEN HELD FOR FRAUD. 


One Charged with Obtaining Money on 
Fraudulent Bills of Lading. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Juné 2.—Gibson Oll- 
ver, Treasurer of Durant & Elmore, grain 
merchants of this city, and President of 
the Oneonta Milling Company; and Henry 
€. Palmer, formerly freight agen of the 
Delaware & Hudson Company, who have 
been under surveillance since the recent 
discovery of a shortage in the accounts 
of Durant & Elmore, were arrested to- 
day. Oliver is charged with grand lar- 
ceny in the first degree, by obtaining 
money on fraudulent bills of lading, 
which, Tt is alleged, were issued by Pal- 
mer, who is charged with a misdemeanor, 
Both men pleaded not guilty and subse- 
quently were released on ball. 

Creditors of the .grain company allege 
that through the manipulation of the bi.ls 
of lading the company was able to borrow 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

The warrant on which Oliver was ar- 
rested was issued on the complaint of 
J. B. Brownell of the Delaware & Hud- 
son Company, based on @ statement sub- 
mitted by Vice President James H. Per- 
kins of the National Commercial Bank, 
alleging that on March 10 last Oliver se- 
cured from the bank $22,000 on three bills 
of lading. Oliver entered the employ of 
Durant & Elmore as an office boy in 
1888 and eventually became a@ member of 
the firm. He was at one time President 
of the Albany Board of Trade and a Di- 
rector of the former National Hxchange 
Bank of this city.

JOCKEY LANGAN 
KILLED IN A RACE 


Three Two-Year-Old Horses and 
Riders Spilled in Scramble 
at Gravesend. 


BUTWELL’S NOSE IS BROKEN 


Jockey Davis Also Falis, but Escapes 
injury—-Crowding of Horses on 
Turn Causes Mishap. 


Racing at Gravesend yesterday came to 
a disastrous close when, in the last race, 
Jockey Fred Langan, who had the mount 
on Stalwart Lad, fell with his mount and 
was killed. It was a field of thirteen 
maiden two-year-olds that were racing 
at the time, and the fatality came in the 
scramble for position approaching the 
stretch turn. Warwick, who was ridden 
by Jockey Butwell, was racing in fourth 
position When he Was bumped and fell, 
As the others swept over him Stalwart 
Lad tripped over the prostrate rider and 
he went down, while Muff, ridden by 
Sydney Davis, a second later fell over the 
pair. Muff fell directly across Langan 
and crushed the life out of him. 

Davis was the only one to come out of 
the accident practically unmarked... He 
was brought back to the scales by Patrol 
Judge J. L. Hall. Butwell was brought 
back badly bruised fn the starter’s wagon, 
and the anibulance was rushed to the spot 
of the accident to bring Langan back. 
The little fellow never regained conscious- 
ness. He was hurried to the track hos- 
pital, and Dr. E. H. Hozsie, after a brief 
examination, gave up all hope of his re- 
covery. He died within half an hour 
after having been brought from the track. 

Butwell’s injuries consisted of a badly 
split ear and a broken nose, in addition 
to several painful revises, Mrs. Butwell, 
his- wife, wos watching the race from the. 
grand stand, and when she saw her hus- 
band fall she became hysterical, but was 
calmed when assured that her husband 
was not seriously injured. 

Fred Langan was a native of New York

HURT PLAYING POLO 


His Pony Falls While Running at 
Full Speed and Breaks 
Rider's Rib. 





PINNED DOWN BY HIS MOUNT 


Mr. Beimont’s Sons and Others Playing 
. with Him to the Rescue—Comes to 
Manhattan After Rib Is Set.

HEMPSTEAD, L. I., June 2.~August 
Belmont broke a rib this afternoon when 
his polo pony tripped and throwing him 
from the saddle fell on him on the Mead- 
ow Brook Polo Grounds. Mr. Belmont 
Was attendéd by a local surgeon and 
afterward left in his automobile for his 
Manhattan home in West Thirty-fourth 
Street. 

There were no witnesses of Mr. Bel- 

mont’s accident except his sons, August 
and Morgan, Bradley Martin, Hamilton 
Hadden, and W, Lee. Other members of 
the club were attending a polo match at 
Great Neck or were at the dog show in 
Minsola. Mr. Belmont, hiS sons, and the 
others had visited the club grounds for 
a practice match at polo. 
They had been playing for some time, 
having made up sides bétween them when 
Mr. Belmont made after a long drive 
from the mallet of one of his opponents. 
He spurred his polo pony to full speed, 
and the pony was running in long strides 
when it overran the bali which rolled be- 
tween its forefeet. 

Mr. Belmont, his mallet raised ready 
for a back drive, could not check the 
blow which he had started beforé the 
pony crossed the ball. He swung heav- 
ily, the mallet head striking the ball 
and sending it bounding back toward 
his opponent’s goal, although at the 
fame time the shaft of the club struck 
the running pony above the hock of his 
off forefoot. The force of the blow 
knocked the foot from beneath the pony 
and it fell heavily to the turf. 

Mr. Belmont was thrown over. the 
pony’s head as the animal fell, but his 
feet caught fast in the stirrups, so that 
instead of being thrown clear he alighted 
on the turf almost directly beneath the 
kicking heels. In its fall the pony, too, 
was thrown off its balarice, so that 
after it struck the ground it rolled over, 
pinning Mr. Belmont. beneath it. 

His sons and the others, greatly 
alarmed, spurred toward Mr. Belmont 
from across the field, but the injured 
man reassured them by a shout that he 
was all right if only some one would 
haul the kicking pony from him. The 
other players tumbled from their mounts 
as soon as they reached Mr. Belmont's

The 
physician made the trip to the clubhouse 
in his automobile in récord time and 
found Mr. Belmont in considerable pain, 
but conscious and cheerful.

Having been warned over the telephone 
of the probable nature of Mr. Belmont’s 
injury, the physician had come prepared, 
and hée proceeded to set the broken rib 
and to put a plaster cast around the in- 
jured side. Mr. Belmont, who was con- 
scious throughout the operation, declared 
that the cast afforded him much relief, 
and announced his intention of proceed- 
ing to his Manhattan home, although his 
sons and friends tried to persuade him 
© stay in his Hempstead home at least 
over night. 

Mr. Belmont declined to follow this ad- 
vice, however, and after leaving the hands 
of the doctor walked out of the club- 
house to his automobile, which was wait- 
ing, entered it, and ordered the chauffeur 
to drive to New York. 


BRONX TROLLEY BLOCKADE. 


Broken Cable Tiles Up Lines for Two 
Hours and Hundreds Are Delayed. 


A broken cable supplying power to the 
Westchester line of the Union trolley sys- 
tem tied up that line for two hours yes- 
terday morning from shortly before 6 
o'clock. Government dredgers at work 
in the Bronx River where the cable 
crosses beneath the water caught it in 
their dredge and snapped it. 

With the cutting off of the power not 
enly the trolley cars but the drawbridge 
could not be moved, The latter was open 
to let the dredgers work, so that pres- 
ently the Westchester bank of the river 
was lined with anxious business men and 
women, who usually ride across the 
bridge to the Simpson Street station of 
the Subway. 

A few men of the nelghborhood who 
owned boats established a sort of ferry 
service, by which those who were willing 
to pay fancy pricés were enabled to 
reach the west side of the river and walk 
the few blocks to the Subway. Those who 
wouldn't pay had to go back to West- 
chester Village and then to the West 
Farms etation of the Subway.

FLIES THE CHANNEL, TWICE. 








Rolls Goes from Dover to Sangatts 
and Back Without Alighting. 
Special Cable to THE NEW YorK TIMBs. 
LONDON, June 2.—The Hon. Charles 
Stewart Rolls, youngest son of Lora 
Liangattock, to-day crossed the English 

Channel twice in an aeroplane. 

Flying from Dover to Sangatte, near- 
Calais, he circled over that village, 
flew back to Dover without descending, 
circled over Dover, and finally descend- 
ed after a magnificent flight of ninety 
minutes, during which he covered over 
fifty miles. He is the first Englisn 
aviator to cross the Channel and the 
first aviator to make the double jour- 
ney. 

Mr. Rolls had been at Dover for some 
time, awaiting a favorable opportunity 
to make the Channel flight. One came 
this evening, and immediate advantage 
was taken of it. 

At 5:30 the wind dropped almost to» 
a dead calm, and Mr. Rolls arranged 
to start an hour later. Almost exactly 
to the stroke of 6:30 he took his seat 
in his Short-Wright biplane and, with 
a rousing cheer from the spectators, 
among whom were his parents, Lord 
and Lady Lilangattock, and his brother- 
in-law and sister, Sir John and Dady 
Shelley, he rose into the air in splendid 
style: 

The biplane made a big sweep. toward 
Dover Castle, then back along the cliffs, 
and headed straight out to sea, at a 
height of about 600 feet. Mr. Rolls 
increased this height to about 800 feet 
while within a mile of land. He was 
followed as fast as possible by a tug, 
which kept him in sight half the way, 

About an hour after his departure 
word reached Dover from Calais that 
Mr. Rolls was returning, and by 7:40, 
with the aid of glasses, his biplane was 
seen far out over the Channel, The 
aeroplane soon grew visible to the 
nuked eye, and when it was over the 
Dover Lightship,two and one-half miles 
from the shore, the Channel steamers, 
yachts, and other vessels in the harbor 
set thel!: hooters going, while the crowds 
cheered themselves hoarse. 

Mr. Rols did not descend at once. Grad- 
ually decreasing his height, he circled 
above the outer towers of Dover Castle, 
then made a beautifully judged encir- 
cling movement of the ancient Norman

-He was educated 
at Eton and Cambridge, and as a youth 
was one of the pioneers of automobilism 
in England, driving a motor car prior to 
the abolition of the famous “red flag” 
ordinance, which provided that every self- 
propelled vehicle in a public thoroughfare 
must be preceded by a man carrying a 
red flag to. warn: pedestrians. 

This was in 1896. Since then Mr. Rolls 
has become one of the best-known motor 
car experts in Burope, and in recent years 
has directed his attention to aeronautics 
as well. In 1900 he obtained the gold 
medal for his performance in the thou- 
sand-mile automobile trial. He drove as 
the representative of Great Britain in the 
Gordon Bennett race of 1905, and has sev- 
era] times broken world records for speed. 

Mr. Rolls’s interest in aviation fol- 
lowed a period during which the ordi- 
nary balloon fascinated him. He has 
made over 130 balloon ascents and owns 
three balloons. In 1906 he won the French 
Aero Club’s medal for the longest balloon 
journey, traveling from Paris to a point 
in Norfolk. He is the founder of the Aero 
Club of the United Kingdom. On taking 
up heavier-than-air machines he made a 
flight with Wilbur Wright at Le Mans 
in October, 1908. Eight days ago he start- 
ed to make the cross-Channel flight, but 
he had gone but a few yards when his 
#ngine failed him and the attempt was 
@bandoned. The distance between Dover 
and Saugatte is twenty-one miles. | 

Mr. Rolls is Captain of the London sec- 
tion of the Army Motor Reserve, and is 
technical Managing Director of Rolls-’' 
Royce, Limited, the motor car manufact- 
uring company of London and Derby.

J. C. Shaffer Hopes to See Europe in 
the Big Race—Its Supervision.

CHICAGO, Til, June 2.—As the regult 
of the agreement of local aviation enthu- 
siasts that the regulations of the New 
York-Chicago race are to be framed by 
the American Aeronautical Association if 
indorsed by the Eastern contributors to

DETROIT-TOLEDO FLIGHT, TOO. 


The Michigan City Also Wants to be a 
Station in New York-Chicago Trip.

DETROIT, Mich, June 2.—The Michigan 
Aero Club members are planning to offer 
a prize for a Detroit-Toledo aeroplane 
flight. Though the flight from here to 
Toledo would be only about half the dis- 
tance of Glenn Curtiss’s Albany to New 
York feut, it would lead over the lower 
end ‘of Lake Erie. The size of the prize 
to be offered thus far has been only 
tentatively talked over. A meeting of the 
club will be held early next week to take 
definite action.

NEW FEAT BY HAMILTON 





Daring Aviator Starts His. Engine and 
Arises from Ground Without Assist- 
ance—Smokes Cigarettes While Aloft. 





™ 


For the first time since heavier-than- 
air machine flights have been made in 
this country, barring only one day in the 
Los Angeles meet,.three aeroplanes were 
seen above the ground at the same time 
late yesterday afternoon at Hempstead 
Plains, where more than a thousand 
spectators, most of them prominent in 
New York and Long Island society, ap- 
plauded the daring work of the aero- 
nauts. 

Charles K. Hamilton, Clifford B. Har- 
mon, and Capt. Thomas 8. Baldwin left 
the ground within a few moments of one 
another and gave the greatest exhibi- 
tion of the possibilities.of human flight 
that has been seen in this country east 
of the Pacific Coast. Spurred by the 
posting of heavy cash prizes for aero- 
plane races between Chicago and New 
York and between St. Louis and New 
York, these bird-men turned and twisted 
high in the air as if there were no sueh 
thing as the law of gravity. 

Hamilton, in particular, gave a _start- 
ling demonstration of his ability to go 
up, until his: machine became a mere 
speck in the aky, and to fly down the 
air lanes faster than does a wild goose 
before the wind. 

Once he spiraled his way to a height 
of 1,200 feet, shut off his power, and 
glided downward with the speed of a 
rifle bullet, landing without jar enough 
to have spilled a drop of water from a 
glass had there been one on his ma- 
chine. Men and women turned their 


heads away while he descended in the: 


belief that the aeronaut had met with 
an accident. 

Not content with this exhibition, Hamil- 
ton raced around the field in great circles 
with Harmon and Baldwin, who were 
lower down in the air, and then dipped 
under telegraph wires and over sheds in 
a way that caused alarm for his safety. 
All this time Hamilton smoked cigarette 
after cigarette, lighting a fresh one from 
the stump of its predecessor, meanwhile 


governing his machine with one hand. 

But he exceeded even his own wonder- 
ful performances -when he flew across 
country to the rescue of Clifford Harmon, 
who, after a thirty-one-minute flight, had 
been forced to descend in a large field 
half .way between Westbury and Hemp- 
stead because, as it developed later, his 
gasvline tank ran dry. Harmon's big bi- 
plane, then three miles from the starting 
point, was seen to take a sudden dip and 
come rapidly to earth. 

After a considerable wait, in which no 
word was heard from Harmon nor evi- 
dence given by him that he and his ma- 
chine were all right, Hamilton, who had 
come to earth but a moment before, 
climbed hastily into his seat and started 
out in search of his associate. He car- 
ried with him a supply of gasoline for 
Harmon, as it was lieved that it was 
for iack of fuel that the latter had been 
compelled to come down. 

Shooting straight across the fields for 
three miles at a eed that carried him 
the distance in three minutes and four 
seconds, Hamilton was seen to make a 
sudden descent from a height of some 
1,000 feet. After a long wait his ma- 
chine was again seen in full flight, but 
this time headed at right angles to his 
previous course. Once more he dropped 
suddenly to earth after a flight of two 
miles, 

As the minutes rolled by and nothing 
was heard from either aviator, rescue 

arties in automobiles were sent out to 

elp them. Before any of the motor cars 
could arrive at their destination Hamil- 
ton’s albatross-like machine was seen 
coming back through the fast-gathering 
dusk at a rate of speed never beaten and 
seldom approached by an aeroplane. He 
On mage his starting int at a 60-mile-an- 

our gait, turned sharply, and then de- 
scended. 

He said that he had made his first de- 
scent because he saw two automobiles 
standing ret a road, and thought that 
they marked Harmon’s landing place. He 
had come down there, but h been in- 
formed that Harmon nad descended two 
miles further south. Accordingly Hamil- 
ton had started his machine for the site 
indicated by these observers as Harmon's 
alighting place. Again coming upon 4 
large group Hamilton went to earth in 
the belief that he was this time near 
Harmon. 

A careful search of the neighborhood 
and questioning of the bystanders failed 
to disciose Harmon’s whereabouts, how- 
ever, s0 Hamilton started his machine for 
home to find out if anything hdd. been 
heard there from the missing aviator. 
Almost coincident with Hamilton’s return 
came a telephone message from Harmon 
asking that a wagon be sent for his ma- 
chine, which had been slightly damaged 
in its sudden descent on a badly broken 
piece of ground. 

The reporters present gathered around 
Hamilton and asked him how he had 
managed to relaunch his machine after 
he had lianded, since he carried no one 
with him to crank his motor while he 
sat in the driver's seat. 

‘‘Kasy enough,” the. youthful aviator 
replied. ‘‘I just turned my throttle con- 
trol ag low as possible, so that the pro- 
peller wouldn’t turn too fast; turned the 
elevating plane downward, and then lI 
cranked her up. As soon as the engine 
caught the spark I held on to the chassis 
so she wouldn’t move too fast, ran around 
in front of the machine, and jumped into 
my seat. Throwing the throttle wide 
open, I got off the ground in the regular

Hamilton said this in a matter-of-fact 
way, as if starting aeroplane engines, 
or wy is done from the ret. the pro- 
eller itself being used as the cranking 
device,) running around to the front as 
they began to hop along the ground under 
ope proper s thrust, and mping into 
the ver’s seat was a commonplace oc- 
currence. 


Capt. Baldwin Shows His Oraft. 


While all this was happening, Baldwin 
in his thirty-foot biplane circled the 
field, now skimming close enough to the 
grourd to have permitted.one to touch his 
machine as it went by, and again rising 


to heights of fifty to one hundred feet. 
The ffty-elght-year-old aviator made his 
first trip in an aeroplane May 15, after 
a life of activity in, frist, spherical bal- 
loons, and then dirigible balloons. 

Because of lack of power—his engine is 
only a small four-cylinder affair of thirty 
horse power, while Capt. Baldwin weighs 
slightly over 200 pounds—the veteran was 
not able to get more than forty miles an 
hour out of his aircraft. But his perform- 
ance was thrilling enough even at that 
speed, which seemed to the layman suf- 
ficiently fast to suit anybody. 

As he ran his machine, which he calls 
“The Red Devil,” into its house after the 
afternoon's ys Bexsosmenee Capt. Baldwin 
said that thin the next ten days he 
would instal] an eight-cylinder fifty horse 
power motor in place of the present one. 

Hamilton’s machine has been very 
hastily assembled. Despite the fact 
that his three mechanics had not opened 
the crates in -which the biplane . was 
-packed until Wednesday afternoon, it 
was in perfect shape for running, bar- 
ring a badly cracked propélier, at 6:15 

esterday evening. In the twenty-four 

ours that had .elapséd a new upper 
plane had been made in addition ‘to the 
ordinary assembling necessary to put the 
machine to rights. — 

A- short tuning. up of the engine devel- 
oped a flaw in the spark plug of the third 
cylinder on the right-hand side. As soon 
as a new one had been substituted, the 
crowd, which was pressing closely around 
the pulsating engine, was -shooed back, 
Hamilton jumped into his seat, and, after 
a run of sixty-five feet, left the ground 
at exactly 6:27 .o’clock. 

He immediately ascended to a height of 
500 feet; upon reaching which he made a 
sharp left turn’ that» seemed to the ob- 
servers to be even less than @ right ag Ah 
n a moment he- had clingbed 800 feet 

with hfs machine riding on a 
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he swooped toward his shed, until it 
med certain that he would hit it un- 
he instantly ky to a higher alti- 
tude. ‘He skimmed over its ridgepole 
not ten feet above at a speed ceriainly 
not under fifty miles an hour, and, waiv- 
ing his right hand in answer to the pro- 
longed applause of the spectators, turned 
his deflector upward and. traveled to a 
note ht of 800 feet within the next half 
mile 
‘At an altitude of more than 1,000 feet 
‘Hamilton then made. another -circuit of 
the field, the circumference of which it 
was impossible for him to determine be- 
cause of a lack of stakes or other marks. 
After two rounds more of this Hamilton 
pointed his machine into the sky until it 
Seemed as if he must fall out backward. 
Steadily he rose until the 1,200-foot mark 
was reached, 

Turning then on a long radius, Hamilton 
suddenly pointed his deflector downward, 
shut off the power, and began to glide 
to the earth. Only Orville Wright’s fa- 
mous performances at Dayton and at 
Montgomery recently and Hamilton’s own 
glides at the Los Angeles meet rivaled 
the performance in daring. 

He shot toward the earth at. great 
Speed at an cr be of sixty degrees. ith- 
in ten feet of the grass his elevating 
plane moved slightly upward, and the 
rear skid, under the rudder, just scraped 
the clover blossoms. ump of ten 
yards that was nearer a glide followed, 
after which the forward wheels hit the 
earth, and the machine ran along for 
another five yards, coming then to a full 
Stop without an appreciable jar. Hamil- 
ton had been just 9 minutes 102-5 sec- 
onds in the air. 

Harmon had had his machine brought 
out of its shed a half mile away from 
Hamilton’s landing place a few moments 
before, and as one aeronaut landed the 
other arose. Harmon, in the Farman 
biplane used by Louis Paulhan at the Los 
Angeles meet, flew twice around the field 
at a height of 100 feet. As he completed 
his second lap Baldwin’s red machine 
likewise hopped its way off the ground 
ane fought its way fifty feet into the 
air. 


Three Machines in the Air at Once. 
Hamilton by this time was ready to 
start again, and, after a run of 60 feet, 


was again moving upward to a height 
that soon reached 500 feet. .At this alti- 
tude he chased Harmon and Baldwin 
around the field. Then Hamilton sought 
a height of 1,000 -feet, and at that dis- 
tance from the ground raced around just 
above Harmon’s machine, with Baldwin 
flying below and just in the rear of the 
Farman biplane. 

They sailed around the course for sev- 
eral laps. Hamilton, apparently tiring 
of the circling performance, started 
across country and flew over the village 
of Mineola and well on past Garden City 
before he turned. Then he described a 
wide turn at the far end of the field 
and shot upward to an elevation of 1,000 
feet. At this height he passed above the 
spectators and over the Mireola Fair 
Grounds, where the sharp barking of the 
dogs gave evidence of the consternation 
the daring aviator caused in the kennel 
show that was being held within the in- 
closure. 

Then Hamilton made two sharp 
turns that brought him around with his 
head pointed once more to the starting 
line. Suddenly, from a height of S00 feet, 
he started to shoot downward. When but 
fifty feet above the earth he checked his 
speed slightly and soared upward in an 
elliptical line that carried him 200 yards 
toward the highway., 

As he neared this he again shot rapidly 
downward and passed under the telegraph 
wires that run along the road. he dar- 
ing of this manoeuvre became further ap- 
parent when it was seen that these poles 
were but twenty-five yards apart and the 
wires they supported not over forty feet 
from the ground. Safely under the 
strands, Hamilton again arose, this time 
to an altitude of 1,000 feet. 

At that height ne again made one of his 
glides, becoming known as the Hamilton 
dip, and touched grounGd just 12 minutes 
10 2-5 seconds after leaving it. 

Within a few minutes Hamilton was 
again in the air. Then Harmon started 
his cros&’-country flight toward the 
Meadow 
in disaster. All three aviators were on 
their way to the city by 8 o’clock, Ham- 
jiton being the last to alight at 7:45 
o'clock. 

There will be flights by all three avia- 
tors to-day, with Joseph Seymour also 
trying his fortune. They will go up at 
about 4 o’clock, weather permitting. To- 
morrow there will be a ‘‘ tag day" at the 
aviation field for the purpose of getting 
enough money to have part of the grounds 
cleaned and rolled. 


MAJOR O’ROURKE’S AEROPLANE 


His Invention Does Away with the 
Rudder Patented by the Wrights. 


Major John F. O'Rourke, © engineer, 
calsson and bridge builder, and member 
of the staff of Gen. David E. Austen, 
Chief of the Coast Artillery, N. G. N. Y., 


has invented and is now constructing in 
the Seabury boat yards, on Morris 
Heights, an aeroplane in which are ap- 
Plied principles of mechanics which, he 
believes, will revolutionize certain feat- 
ures dominant in heavier-than-air ma- 
chines. His chief improvement is the 
elimination of the vertical rudder, patent- 
ed by the Wright brothers, the use of 
which brought trouble to Curtiss, Paul- 

n, and others. — 

“The only purpose of thig rudder,” 
Major O'Rourke said last night at his 
home, 8 West Fiftieth Street, “is to over- 
come a defect. Eliminate the defect and 
you don’t need the rudder. * 

“Instead of using levers controlling 
wires for pulling supplementary lateral 
planes known as allerons and employing 
a rudder to counteract them, I have tried 
an adjustable seat. This seat is suspend- 
ed from four points so that it swings par- 
allel to itself, and the attachment of the 
levers to the seat is done in such manner 
that the auxiliary planes are moved in a 
way to cause the machine to rise in any 
direction toward which the seat is moved.

The contract. made by the Bankers’ 
Trust Company with the Volk House, 
Wrecking Compary of 56 Beaver Sireet | 
allowed forty-five days for the rentovai 
of the building for a sum of $50,000, with 
a penalty of $500 for every day exceeding 
that period. In an interview with a 
TIMES reporter yesterday Jacob Volk said 
that they were down to the third story 
and felt confident that the job would be 
completed in the contract time, which has 
sixteen days more to run. : 

“This will be the most rapid house- 
wrecking feat ever performed either in 
the United States or any other part of 
the world,’’ said Mr. Volk, ‘‘ and our ex- 
perience covers more than 900 buildings. 
If we had been allowed ten days’ time 
to clean the buildings we could have 
made fully $7,000 by the sale of the fit- 
tings, but as it was such a rush every- 
thing had to go by the run and be con- 


signed to the dump heap.”’ 

‘**How many men have you at work?” 
he was asked. 

“There are 250 men employed in the 
daytime and 100 at night to clear away 
the débris,’”’ said the contractor.

man Anti-Trust law in the same way 
as the Western Trunk Line Association, 
against which the a ge has just 
been issued. An official of one of the 
great companies running out of New 
York thus defined yesterday the dis- 
tinction: 

“The Western Trunk Line Association," 
he said, “‘ published the rate for its twen- 
ty-five-members in one publication, is- 
sued by the authority of its President. 
Each of the members of the Trunk Line 
Association, which has its headquarters 
here, publishes its own schedules. The 
méethod adopted by the Western lines is 
just as if all the big department stores 
of this city got together and issued a 
price list, in which should be laid down 
the prices of stockings or shirts for the 
whole city. That would clearly be in re- 
straint of competition.’’ | 
Tt was suggested that the system bv 
which separate roads agreed on their own 
rates and then published them separate- 
ly was, after all, merely a difference in 
form rather than in anything else. The 
railroad official admitted that that might 
be the case. At the same time he con- 
tended that agreements between roads as 
to the freight rates to be charged were 
absolutely necessary if the inter-State 
commerce law was to be observed. 

‘‘That law,” he said, ‘‘ lays down three 
great principles. There shall not be dis- 
crimination between shippers, .between 
localities, or between commodities. If we 
did not consult together how could we 
be sure that some shipper was not being 
discriminated against? For instance, it is 
only possible for the New York Central 
to tell that one of its shippers is getting 
as favorable a rate from up-State to Chi- 
cago as the Pennsylvania is giving a man 
in its territory to the same point by in- 
quiring from the Pennsylvania. So that 
if the roads are to carry out the spirit 
of the inter-State Commerce law these 
conferencés must take place.”’ 

It was suggested that these conferences 
might lead to the overcharge of shippers 
by the suppression of competition. 

“It might. if the railroads wanted to 
commit suicide,’’ replied the official. 
“The companies are as much interested 
as the shippers in keeping the rates down 
to a reasonable amount. One principle 
on which railroads work is to eee 
what the traffic will bear, but they do 
not want to charge rates which will cut 
down the traffic.’’ 

The Trunk Line Association has been 
in existence for thirty years and rail-{ 
read men point out that in the annual 
report of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission the very associations against 
which |the Adminéstration is now aiming 
its shafts were approved as of value to 
both the peo and the companies. 

‘In justice to all parties,’’ the report 
said. “ we ought probably to add that it 
is difficult to see how inter-State railways 
would be operated, with due regard to the 
interests of the shipper and the railways, 
without concerted action of the kind af- 
forded through these associations.”’

No formal complaint has been made to 
him by any shipper or organization of 
shippers. This was taken to indicate that 
the Department of Justice would wait a 
little any way to give the shippers an op- 
portunity to bestir themtelves. 

It was pointed out both at the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission and at the 
Department of Justice this afternoon that 
the injunction already issued against the 
Western Trunk Line Committee roads 
was sought not on the allegation that the 
rates were unjust and unreasonable but 
on the charge that they were made in pur- 
suance of an illegal combination and con- 
spiracy. Thus far no charge has been 
made affecting the proposed increases 
shown in the tariffs filed in the last few 
days. Mr. Wickersham said to-day that 
the fact that the Western tariffs were all 
filed by one man might be regarded as a 
suspicious circumstance tending to sug- 
gest a conspiracy, but was not in itself 
necessarily conclusive evidence of such 
a conspiracy. Similarly the fact that the 
increase noted in the Eastern tariffs now 
being filed are al] the same and affect 
the same territory .might be considered a 
suspicious circumstance, but it is not nec- 
essarily conclusive on the point. It points 
toward an agreement or conspiracy 
among the railroads. but it will require a 
good deal more evidence to establish the 
fact of such a conspiracy by legal proof. 


Shippers Taking Action. 


It is known here that the shippers in the 
Chicago and Ohio River territory are al- 
ready taking steps to have the Department 
of Justice interest itself to prevent the 
enforcement of the preposed increases in 


their territory, and it is expected that the 
Eastern shippers and others affected by 
the new tariffs will make themselves 
heard very promptly. 

Franklin K. Lane of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission made a shafp reé- 
ply this afternoon to the criticism of the 
Administration based upon its action 
against the Western Trunk Line Commit- 
tee. There has been much angry talk on 
the part of the railroad men in Washing- 
ton about the inconsistency of the Admin- 
istration in now seeking to enjoin the 
very thing that but a short time ago it 
was endeavoring to have Congress spe- 
cifically legalize. Mr. Lane declares, how- 
ever, that this is rather a proof of the 
consistency of the Administration. 

“The Attorney General is merely car- 
rying out the spirit of legislation now 

énding in Congress,’’ he sald ‘which 

as been agreed to by both House and 
Senate and is certain shortly to become 
law. In both the House and Senate bills 
there is a provision giving the Inter-State 
Comrfferee Commission power to suspend 
and examine the proposed new rates be- 
fore they shall become effective. If that 
bill were now law the commission would 
have power to examine all these rates bé- 
fore they could go into operation. It is 
perfectly plain that-such is the sense of 
Congress, because the proposition has 
been adopted by both houses. The action 
of the Department of Justice in the West- 
érn trunk line cases is simply in conform- 
ity with this provision of law.

The bill filed yesterday charges a con- 
spiracy with ‘the intent to injure it and 
drive it out of business, and sets up the 
allegation that many members of. the 
Exchange, including J. P. Morgan, Jr., 
are stockholders of the United Bank 
Note Corporation, a subsidiary of the 
American Bank No‘e Company. Case & 
Apfel of 68 William Street are counsel for 
the. plaintiff. 

The list of defendants, including all 
the members of the New York Stock Ex- 
change contains most of. the prominent 
names in Wall Street, including J. P. 
Morgan, Jr., John D. and William Rocke- 
feller, George F. Baker, Jr., August. Bel- 
mont, George J. Gould, Edward Hawley, 
Grant B. Schley, Allan A. Ryan, Morti- 
mer L. Schiff, and so on. The bill pro- 
ceeds after this long enumeration to set 
forth that for sixty years the mem- 
bers of the Exchange have maintained, 
through voluntary association and with- 
out theorporation, a list of securities dealt 
in by its members, and have assumed to 
determine what securities could and could 
not te admitted to this list. This mar- 
ket, the complaint goes on to assert, has 
become so important that it virtually con- 
trols the purchase and sale of the stocks 
and bonds of large corporations, and 
through this control becomes charged 
with a public interest so to conduct its 
business that it will not wantonly injure 
the public. 

The complaint then continues: 


That the individual defendants, failing to 
incorporate said association so that it might 
be subject to legislative and judicial con- 
trol, have unlawfully conspired among 
themselves to compel inter-State railroad 
companies and the large industrial corpora- 
tions of the United States, by reason of 
their commercial! necessiiies, to have their 
stock and bond issues engraved only by the 
defendant, American ..nk Note Company, 
and its subsidiary and allied companies. It 
has thereby permitted and caused the forma- 
tion of a stock and bond engraving trust, 
which substantially controls such business 
in the United States and dictates exorbi- 
tant prices for its work, to the personal 
aggrandizement of the defendant Bank Note 
Company and the individual defendants who 
are stockholders or influential therein. 

That the individual defendants, in pur- 
suance of such unlewful purpose and with 
the intent and purpose of ruining this plaint- 
iff and preventing it from carrying on the 
busicers of stock and bond engraving and 


' preventing it from competing with the Am- 


erican Rank Note Company. entered into and 
are now engaged in an unlawful conspiracy 
to prevent railroad and other corporations 
which are or desire to become customers of 
this plaintiff, from having stocks and bonds 
engraved by this plaintiff, under penalty of 
refusing to accept for listing such stock and 
bond issues and depriving said corporations 
and industries of the market maintained by 
such Stock Exchange. 

The individual defendants herein, through 
their duly authorized agents and repre- 
sentatives, the Governing Committee and 
the Committee on Stock List of said New 
York Stock Exchange, as hereinafter set 
forth, refuse and decline to accept for list- 

ing or to list on said Exchange. bond and 
stock issues engraved by this plaintiff: that 
this refusal is irrespective of the accepta- 
bilitay of such securities and regardless of 
the quality of the workmanship of the en- 
graving, and is based solely on the fact that 
the engraver is this plaintiff and not the 
defendant,. American Bank Note Company, 
or one of its subsidiaries . 

That said actions of the individual de- 
fendants herein have compelled and are 
compelling the large corporations of the 
United States, against their will. to have 
their engraving done by the defendant, 
American Bank Note Company, and not by 
this plaintiff, and to pay to the defendant, 
American Bank Note Company, an average 
price of over $2,000 per initial thousand 
bonds when the former price of the said 
company, when this plaintiff was its com- 
petitor, was $1,300. and the price of this 
plaintiff is $800, and the actions of the de- 
fendants herein set forth have resulted and 
now result in a levy by the defendant, 
American Bank Note Company, of an inde- 
fensible tax of some 5 cents upon every 
certificate of. stock transferred after sale 
upon the New York Stock Exchange. 

As the result of the alleged conspiracy 
set forth, the bill declares, the bonds and 
stock certificates printed by the New 
York Bank Note Company were rejected 
by the Exchange, although its product 
representing securities having a par value 
of upward of $1,1K),000, had been pre- 
viously accepted, some of these securities 
being now traded in on the New York 
Stock Exchange. Hence, according to 
the bill, the’ output of a plant aha si ge 
an investment of $500,000 in cash an 
capaLle of turning out ten million stock 
and bond. certificates a year, has been 
reduced 90 per cent., and for the last 
seventeen years the business of the plain- 
tiff has been badly interfered with. 

The bill further recites the organiza- 
tion of the Stock Exchange, and in 
particular its Stock T.ist Committee, set- 

‘ting up that this committee becomoas the 
agent of each member of the Exchange in 
everything that it doer. -The organiza- 
tion of the American Bank Note Corn- 
pany is next deseribec, with its several 
subsidiary corporations, which, according 
to the bill, pose as independent com- 
panies, and then it is charged that the 
ownership of these subsidiaries 
ercised through the lUnited Bank Note 
Corporation, of which various members 
of the Exchange are stockholders.’ Be- 
sinning with J. P. Morgan, Jr., the names 
of more than fifty members of the ne: 
change are repeated as those of stocke 
holders of the United Bank Note Com- 


any. 

Finally, the complaint recites the his- 
tory of the efforts of the New York Bank 
Note Company and its predecessor, the 
Kendall Rank Note Company, 
recognition by the Exchange, which have 
been rehearsed in detail recently in con- 
nection with the appearance of George 
H. Kendall before the Legislature at 
Albeny in support of a bill demanding 
an investigation: of this, among other 
Wall Street topics. . 

The Stock Exchange authorities refused 
yesterday to say anything about the New 
York Bank Note Company’s suit.

HIGHER INCOME FOR KAISER. 


His Civil List Is Soon to be Increased, 
Probably to $5,000,000. 


BERLIN, June 2.—The civil list of the 
Emperor as King of Prussia is soon to be 
increased, probably to about $5,000,000. 
This was agreed upon to-day by the 
leaders of the Conservative, National- 
Liberal, and Radical parties of the Prus- 
sian Parliament. A bill embodying the 
necessary legislation will shortly be intro- 
duced by the Government. 

Emperor William, who receives nothing 
from the Empire, has experienced diffi- 
culty in recent years In meeting the de- 
mands on his allowances from the Prus- 
sian Kingdom. These allowances amount 
at present to $3,925,000, an increase of 
$875,000 having been made in 1889. 

The restoration or repairs of his 
‘Majesty’s numerous castles are said to be 
in part responsible for the royal need. 
But beyond these expenditures the Em- 
peror is a generous supporter cf the opera 
and of royal theatres. He also maintains 
fifty-two town and country residences, 
some of which he has not visited since the 
beginning of his reign.

Decree Will 
-raguans’ Peril— Army of Madriz 
Said to be Completely Routed. 


BLUEFIELDS, June 2.—Dr. Julian 
Irias,. the representative on the Atlantic 
Coast of President Madriz, has issued a 
decree that vessels cleared for Bluefields 
on or after June 1 may not enter this 
port without the permission of the Madriz 
Government. . 

The decree was issued from aboard the 
Nicaraguan war vessels Venus, and if its 
provisions are opserved it will mean that 
the coastwise traffic will be absolutely 
in the control of Madriz and the conse- 
quent weakening of the position of the in- 
surgents at Bluefields. 


MANAGUA, June 2.—President Madriz 
declares that there ig no truth in the 
report that his troops were defeated at 
Bluefields. Gen. Godoy’s column, he says, 
is. now concentrated at Cookra, to the 
south of Bluefields, by order of the Com- 
mander:in Chief, owing to the rigors of 
the rainy season and with the object of 
operating to-greater advantage against 
the enemy, . 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—The decree 
issued by Dr,’ Irias will be disregarded 
by Capt. Gilmer of the United States gun- 
boat Paducah, and should Irias attempt 
to prevent any American vessel from en- 
tering the Harbor of Bluefields without 
having first paid duties at the Bluff he 
will do so at hig peril. This is the an- 
nounced position of the United States 
Government, 

The United States, it is officially de- 
clared has no present intention of assum- 
ing a protectorate over Nicaragua or in 
any way intervening or recognizing either 


‘party to the controversy until one faction 


or the other has obtained full control of 
the machinery of government and is in a 
position to meet national and interna- 
tional obligations.

Retiring Democratic State Chair- 
man Contents Himself with a 
Last Fling at Murphy. 


HARMONY THE CRY NOW 











New Leader Says the Party Must Be 
Purified, and» Attacks Repub- 
lican Corruption. | 





William J. Conners of Erie County re- 
tired as Chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee yesterday and was suc- 
ceeded by John A. Dix of Washington 
County, according to a programme mapped 


out by the political opponents of Mr. Con-| 


ners as far back as last February. 

Contrary to expectations a few weeks 
ago, the change was effected without in- 
cidental unpleasantness, There wasn’t a 
cross word spoken by anybody, although 
Mr. Conners, in a carefully revised edition 
of his valedictory, had failed to eliminate 
certain allusions to his political foe, Tam- 
many Leader Charles F. Murphy, which 
could not properly come under the cate- 
gory of ‘‘ kind words.” 

Mr. Dix, who was his party's candidate 
for Lieutenant Governor two. years ago, 
is a young man allied with the better 
element in the Democratic organization 
and an adherent of what has become 
known as the new idea in politics. 

On assuming the gavel he made a speech 
to which Tammany Leader Murphy list- 
ened with knit brow, even though the elec- 
tion of Mr. Dix and the retirement of Mr. 
Conners ostensibly have made Mr. Mur- 
phy leader of the State Democracy, as he 
now is of Tammany Hall. 

The retirement: of Mr. Conners and the 
election of Mr. Dix took place at a meet- 
ing of the Democratic state Committee 
which was held at the Hoffman House. 
After Mr. Dix had been elected Chairman. 
John A. Mason of New York, who ‘for 
many years has been clerk of the com- 
mittee, was elected its Secretary; Arthur 
A. McLean of Orange was re-elected 
Treasurer, while Charles White, the 
referee of a hundred fistic encounters, 
had his familiarity with fighting tactics 
recognized by being elected Sergeant it 
Arms. Mr. White succeeds the late Will- 


fam Watson, who held the post for moe 
than tweity years. 
Harmony His Slogan, 

Chairman Dix announced after the meet- 
ing that he would get to work at once 
to harmonize the factions in the Deino- 
cratic Party in this State and build up a 
strong fighting organization, ready to 
fo in and win a victory in the Fall. He 
was authorized by ‘a resolution adopted 
at the meeting to appoint an Executiv’ 
Commitee of fifteen or twenty members 
to aid him in the work. 

It is understood that the Democratic 
League, composed to a large extent of 
Democrats who have taken exception to 
the metheds of such leaders as Mr. Con- 
Murphy. and for that rea- 
sou nave held aloof from active goon 
pation in party affairs, will have am 
representation on the new careeeiiee 
Committee. 

The meeting was cscheduled for noon, 
but did not get to work until an hour 
later. Norman E. Mack, Chairman of 
the Democraiic National Committee, at- 
tended. With Charles F. Rattigan of 
Auburn, who represents’ Thomas . Os- 
berne, Chairman of the Democratic 
League, and Tammany leader Murphy, he 
had a conference with Mr. Conners prior 
to the meeting, at which the harmony 
piegramme was arranzed. 

A nearly full attendance of the mem- 
bers, either in person or by proxy, and 
the great number of prominent Demo- 
crats not members of the committee, 
who gathered in the lobwy of the Hoff- 
man ‘House and crowded into the meet- 
ing room as spectators, gave evidence of 
the interest and revived hopes of the 
Democrats in this State. 

Mr. Conners called the meeting to order. 


| After Clerk Mason. had called the roll he 


handed him his typewritten valedictory 
to read to the committee. At that mo- 
ment Tammany Leader. Murphy, accom- 
panied by Daniel F. Cohalan, his chief 
lieutenant, pushed through the crowd in 
the rear of the room and took a seat in 
the front row. 


Conners’s Farewell. 


“T desire to thank those members of 
the committee who have given me a help- 
ful band,’ said Mr. Conners tn his fare- 
well address. ‘‘Of the few who may 
have been more hostile than helpful, I 
have no criticism to make on this occa- 
sion. As.Chairman of this committee J 
know I have given much of my time and 


my means to the work of the organiza- 
tion.’”’ 

Then Mr. Conners got in his dig at 
Tammany Leader Murphy. He went on to 
show from figures how the vote up-State 
had increased, while the vote in New 
York. City had decreased since he be- 
came Democratic State Chairman four 
years azo. 

‘In comparing the vote in the two 
Presidential years,"’ he continued, .‘‘ in 
1904 and 1908, it will be noticed that the 
Democratic vote in New York City was 
less by 27,203 for Governor in 1908 than 
in 1904. The up-State vote in 1908 for 
Governor was 29,688 greater than in 1904. 
The up-State Republican vote in 1908 was 
less than in 1904. It will also be noticed 
that the Democratic vote for Governor in 
1908S was less .by .17,024 in New York City 
than in 1905. Then only a State ticket 
was in the field, while the up-State Dem- 
ocratic vote for Governor in 1908 was 
larger by 61,108 than it was in 1906."’ 

Applause, half-hearted and faltering, 
followed the Conners contribution: Then 
Winfield A. Huppuch, who represents the 
home county of Mr. Dix on the committee, 
nominated him for the place of Chairman. 
The nomination was seconded by Mayor 
Fuhrman of Buffalo for Erie County, 
and by ex-Judge Charles N. Bulger of 
Oswego on behalf of ‘*‘ Democrats in the 
northern part of the State."’ The question 
was then put, and Mr. Dix elected by 
unanimous vote. 

Mr. Dix was waiting in his room at the 
Hoffman House,.and the three sponsors 
for his nomination were appointed a com- 
mittee to bring him in. As he entered 
he was applauded warmly. Mr. Conners 
was waiting for him at the presiding offi- 
cer’s table, where the two shook hands, 


A Fine Job for Him. 


“Here's a fine job for you,” said Con- 
ners in a stage whisper and with a grin 
as he turned the place over to his suc- 
cessor. Only a few hours before Mr. 


Conners had told his friends that he felt 
sorry for his successor, 

‘On the threshold of a most !mportant 
campaign, amd at a time when every 
Democrat ,can extend his hand in govud 
fellowship to every other Democrat, our 
principal need is the honesty of true 
Democracy,” said Mr. Dix in assuming 
office. ‘Our watchword should be. the 
greatest good to the greatest niimber as 
it was of old.’ 

Mr. Dix said that the State Democracy 
had a pressing mission at this particular 
time-—tiant of restoring clean government 
to the State. Incidentally he flayed. the 
Republicans | for their’ brand of.“ good 
government.’”’

COTTON CROP REPORT OUT. 


Growth 82 Per Cent. of. Normal Crop 
on May 25—Futures Sharply Break. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—The first cot- 
ton report of the season by the Crop 
Reporting Board, issued: to-day, showed 
the condition of the growing crop on May 
25 was 82 per cent. of a normal, as com- 
pared- with 81.1 per cent. on that date 
last year, and 80.9 per cent., the average 
for the past ten years. 

The area planted this year is about 
33,196,000 acres, or about 102.8 per cent., 
compared ‘with 32,292,000 acres last year, 
an increase of about 904,000 acres, or 2.8 
per cent.

NEW ORLEANS, June 2.—Cotton fu- 
tures suffered another sharp break when 


the Government's acreage and condition 
reports were received to-day. The Oc- 
tober option dropped to 12.05, a loss of 


about $1 a bale, while the December op- 
tion went to the l2c. level. The report 
was decidedly bearish. 
en ~‘ 
The receipt of the unusually favorable 
Government report on the condition of 
the cotton crop was follewed by a drop 
in prices, but: only to a limited extent, 
the news having been discounted in the 
week on the basis of private estimates. 
The Government percentage of, condition 
of &2 r cent. was considerably better 
than that estimated in. private reports, 
although the increase in acreage was 
smaller than reported from the most re- 
Hable of such unofficial sources. 
Based on the Government figures, the 
statisticians estimate a crop of from 13,- 
00,000 to 14,000,000 bales, the harvest de- 
pending, of course, on the extremely un- 


ve; certain weather conditions between now 


and September. Last year’s short crop, 
according to the Census Bureau, amount- 
ed to. only 10,363,000 bales, and the largest 
crop on record, that of 1904, was 13,458,- 
000 bales. In that year the Agricultural 
Department reported 12,162,000 bales, the 
Census Bureau the figures named, and the 
commercial records 13,654,000 bales. 

The market was so well prepared for 
favorable news that the declines were 
from $1. to $1.65 a bale, being from 20 to 
83 points. The decline was followed by a 
quick recovery, which restored prices to 
Thureday’s closing levels for the old 


crop months, and to within 10 points of 
previous levels for the new cotton 
options. 





COTTON SHIPPED SOUTH. 


Business Men of Montgomery Order It 
to Fill New Ship’s Hold. 


‘For the first time in the memory of 
steamship freight men a strange revers4!l 
of ordinary conditions has come about, 
cotton being shipped from north to south. 
The new Savannah liner City of Mont- 
gomery, which sailed yesterday for Sa- 
vannah, took out 5,000 bales of cotton de- 
stined for mills in the cotton belt. 

The cotton shipped back over the route 
it arrived by some months ago was pur- 
chased abroad. Speculation is said to 
have had something to do with the condi- 
tions, but according to James C Horton, 
Passenger Traffic Manager of the Savan- 
nah Line, the shipment was wanted to 
fill orders as the mills in the South are 
short of the raw material, 

Sentimental business men of Mont- 
gomery have supplied the rest of the new 
vessel’s cargo. In honor of the fact that 
the Savannah Line has named its latest 
vessel after their city the business men of 
Montgomery determined that she should 
go out on her first voyage with her hold 
filled. Accordingly they held up ship- 
ments and increased orders so she should 
zo with a full cargo.

HEDLEY SCOFFS AT DANGER 





Only Two Passengers Killed Out of 
Two Billion Carried— But He’s 
Fast Putting in Steel Cars, 





“In the opinion. of Public Service Com- 
missioner John E, Eustis the necessity for 
a complete equipment of steel cars in the 
Subway was illustrated by the rear-end 
collision..of two south-bound expresses 
in the smoke-filied Subway near the Mott 
Avenue station: of the Lenox Avenue di- 
vision on Wednesday night. Commission- 
er FBustis, who is investigating the acei- 
dent, said. yesterday that it seemed almost 
an act of proynrrnee ‘that no one was 
killed. ‘ 

The’ only car in the two trains which | 
was badly shattered was the wooden one 
second from the end of the train. The 
end car and the one*next to the front, 
both of wooden construction, withstood 
the shock of the onrushing express and es- 
caped with only the windows shattered. 

Frank Hedley, General Manager of the 
Interborough, has a ‘possible’ explanation 
for this. He says that it has often been 
noticed in rear-end collisions that the 
car whose brakes happen to be set more 
solidly than -the others is uSually the 
one which is injured most. Whether the 
brakes of the wooden car next to the 
end of the stalled train were set hard 
or not could not be learnéd, for the 
shock smashed most of the brakes, lifted 
the body of the car from the trucks, 
and ripped off part of the roof. 

‘Mr. Hedley does not admit that wooden 
cars will not stand the shock of a col- 
lision as well as steel cars. He says 
that the wood, or the composite cars, as 
he chooses to call them, are built in such 
&® way that they cannot telescope when 
struck. But he adds that the Interbor- 
ough is making every effort to replace 
these cars with steel ones and that by 
the end of the year practically all the 
cars in the Subway wiil be of steei. 

Mr. Hedley says that about one-half 
the Subway cars are steel and 325 more 
have been ordered. When the present 
orders have been filled there will be 675 
such cars in the Subway 

Mr. Hedley admitted yesterday that the 
smash-up at the Mott Avenue station was 
the most serious the Subway had ever 
experienced. 

‘During the six years’ experience with 
the Subway and with composite ¢cars in 
operation for the most part we have 
never had any really serious accident,’ 
said Mr. Hedley. And we carry about 
800,000 passengers a day. The Subway 
has been open since the Fall of 1904, and 
hu all that time we have carried more than 

2,000,000,000 peopie. There have been only 
two passengers killed, and they were 
Killed in the strike in 1905. se is a re- 
markabie record. ‘ 

“There would never be real danger in 
the. Subway if the public would only 
realize that the best and only reasonable 
thing to do when something happens is 
to sit quiet and wait.’ 

One fact which seems to be known to 
comparatively few New Yorkers came 
out in a conversation with Mr. Hedley 
vesterday.. It is that the block signal 
system, of which so much has been said 
in connection with the Subway, is not in 
use north of the Ninety-sixth Street sta- 
tion. South of there the block system 
operates on the express tracks and makes 
ic praetically impossivie for one train to 

“un santo the next one ahead. Mr. Hedley, 
iu explaining why thts system had not 
ween inst@Hed throughout the Subway, 
said it would retard the rapid handling 
of trains on >the local tracks in rush 
hours. 


OFFER FOR THE LOOP SUBWAY 


B..R. T. Makes Propositions Based on 
Percentage of Business and Car Miles. 


The Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company 
sent yesterday to the Public Service Com- 
mission a revised offer for the use of 
two tracks in the downtown bridge loop 
subway from the Williams _urg Bridge to 
the Brooklyn Bridge. The offer was sub- 
mitted. because the commission. objected 
to the car mileage basis of the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit’s previous offer and also 
to certain other phases of that offer 
which, in the commission's opinion, 
might conflict. with the use of the bridge 
loop subway by the Tri-Borough Subway 
system -when that shall be completed in 
five or six years. 

The two westerly tracks of the bridge 
loop subway are the ones which the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit is bidding on. 
For the use of these tracks, as described, 
subject to adjustment for any part of 
the tracks which may be unavailable, it 
offers to pay, on the assumption of a 
$4,000,000 ‘cost for the tracks, a rental of 
1 per cent. for the first year, 1% per cent. 
for the second year, 2 per cent, for the 
third year, 2% per cent. for the fourth 
year, and 3. per cent, for the fifth year. 
In case an operating contract were made 
for more than five years the railroad 
offers 5 per cent. for the use of the two 
tracks after that period, and it stipulates 
that it will not undertake to use the two 
tracks for less than three years. The 
company also asks the right to discon- 
tinye the use of the 1060p after three 
years on giving due notice to the city. 

As an alternative the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit offers a rental of 4%. cents per 
mile, which is estimated on a maximum 
dally capacity of 12,500 car miles and a 
maximum yearly capacity of 4,562,000 car 
miles. The car-mile proposal is com- 
puted on the basis of a 5 per cent. return 
On $4,000, assumed cost of the two 
tracks, to cover a sinking fund of 1 per 
cent. and & par cent. interest on the city 
bonds: issued ‘to build the subway. 

The railroad hitches on a proviso, how- 
ever, {In addition to the proportional re- 
duction of réntal in case any part of the 
tracks are not presently available for its 
use, to the effect that if, after five years, 
it shall be unable to use the two tracks 
to their full capacity on account of re- 
strictions of train lengths, connectin 
bridges, or other restrictions, there shail 
be a proportional reduction in: the rental. 

The construction cost of the bridge loop 
subway, which was an inheritance of the 
Public Service Commission from the old 
Rapid Transit Board, was about $10,000,- 
000. It is a four-track line, and includes, 
in addition to the road connecting the 
Brooklyn and Williamsburg Bridges, a 
spur to the new Manhattan Bridge and 
a connection for a Canal Street spur.

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"There is a const@erable probability 
‘that Attorney General _WiIcKERSHAM’s 
‘petition for’ah order enjoining an in- 
crease of freight rates by the Western 
Trunk Line railroads is false through- 
out, that it is altogether in error in its 
allegations of fact,.and that: no public 
Purpose will be served, but, on the con- 
trary, a public wrong and .injury will 
be perpetrated by the success of his at- 
tempt permanently to enjoin the pro- 
posed increase of rates. This probabil- 
{ty exists, and is equally strong in re- 
spect to both of the allegations he 
makes. It is necessary to bear in mind 
that in his petition he charges two vio- 
lations of law; first, that these roads 
represented by the Western Trunk Line 
Committee have entered into a combi- 
nation in restraint of trade, an act 
which would be punishable under the 
anti-trust law regardless of the reason- 
ebleness or unreasonableness of the 
new schedule of freight rates; second, 
that the contempjated rates are, in fact, 
unreasonable, arbitrary, unjust, and 
oppressive. 

As to the first allegation, anybody can 
see that Mr. WICKERSHAM has drawn this 
happy inspiration from the Trans-Mis- 
souri Freight Association case decided 
‘by the Supreme Court in December, 
1896. This appears from the language 
of his petition, which is copied, so far 
as the similarity of this case to that of 
the Freight Association would permit, 
from the Government’s bill of com- 
plaint in the former case. So far, we 
say, as the-similarity of the two cases 
would permit. That is all-important, for 
the two cases are so far dissimilar, and

Government’s bill of complaint against 
the Trans-Missouri Freight Association 
alleged that the railroads concernad, 
“fntending to monopolize the trade, 
traffic, and. commerce among and 
between the States and Territories 
aforesaid,. did combine, .conspire, con- 
federate, and. unlawfully agree together, 
and did then and there enter into a 
written contract, combination, agree- 
ment, and compact known as a memo- 
randum of agreement of the Trans-Mis- 
souri Freight Association, which was 
tigned by each of the said above-named 
defendants.” Mr. WICKERSHAM’s peti- 
tion declares that the railroads against 
which he is proceeding “did combine, 
conspire, federate, and unlawfully 
agree to organize and become members 
of the Western Trunk Line Committee.” 
Here nothing is said about any written 
contract. Mr. WICKERSHAM evidently 
. has no. knowledge of the existence of 
any such contract. 
in his petition showing that the West- 
ern Trunk Line Commifttee is, as the 
(rans-Missouri Freight Association case 
evidently was, since the Supreme Court 
80 pronounced it, a “‘ combination in the 
ferm of trust or otherwise, or conspir- 
acy in restraint of trade or commerce.” 

The Trans-Missouri Freight Associa- 
tion was organized in 1889 under a 
written and signed memorandum of 
agreement, as the Government averred, 
According to Article I. of that agree- 
ment, its jurisdiction extended to “all 
traffic competitive between any two 
members thereof.” The association had 
monthly meetings, at which a vote was 
taken upon all rate changes proposed, 
and all members of the association were 
bound by its decisions. It imposed pen- 
alties. We quote from Section VIII. of 
the memorandum of agreement: 

It shall be the duty of the Chairman 
to investigate all apparent violations 
of the agreement, and to report his 
findings to the managers, who shall 
@etermine by a majority vote (the 
member. against whom complaint is 

» made to have no vote) what, if any, 

Penalty shall be assessed, the amount

lished in yesterday’s Trmes, which is 
here reproduced: 

If the same freight rates had been in 
effect last year as were in effect in 
1897-8—twelve years ago—and the rail- 
roads had pafd the same wages and 
the same prices for supplies, equip- 
ment, taxes, &c., the railroads would 
have been $7388,000,000 better off last 
year. Approximately 240,000,000 of these 
dollars represent decrease in freight 
rates, which amount has gone to the 
middleman, and not to the benefit of 
the consumer. Of the increases in 
cost of operation, increased wages 
amounted to §$197,000,000. To make 
this clear, these 197,000,000 dollars, as 
compared to twelve years ago, are 
based upon the same number of men 
as then employed. 

The increased cost of fuel, of], ma- 
tertal. and equipment for operation, 
purchased from manufacturers and 
supply houses, amounted to $214,000, - 
000 last year. State and county taxes 
increased during the period 68 per 
‘cent., which made a difference be- 
tween 1897-8 and last year of $68,000,- 
000. 

It goes without saying that there 
must be an end to the downward 
movement of rates and the upward 
movement of cost of Going the buai- 
ness. 


Mr. Yoakum gives figures. [If his 
statements are wrong, if his statistics 
have been falsified, the Attorney Gen- 
eral will have no difficulty in exposing 
him in court. But Mr. Yoaxum’s figures 
are, upon their face, in accord with the 
testimony of many railroad men. They 
are in accord with facts of universal 
knowledge in respect to the increased 
cost of living. It is notorious that after 
the panic of 1907 the business of the 
rafiroads fell off to a degree that 
threatened the solvency of many of 
them. They were not permitted to re- 
duce wages. Mr. Roosevpeit forbade 
that. Now Mr. Tart and Mr. WIcK- 
ERsHAM forbid them to increase their 
charges, although the price of the 
commodities they buy has been largely 
increased, although pretty much every- 
body except the railroads has increased 
the price of what he sells. Is Mr. 
Yoakum unreasonable in his conclusion 
that there must be an end to the down- 
ward movement in rates and the up- 
ward movement of the cost of doing 
business? Is if not a fair presumption 
based upon facts within everybody's 
knowledge that it is not greed, that it 
is not the desire to ‘restrain trade,” 
but the desire to obtain an income suf- 
ficient for the upkeep of their lines and 
for the payment of interest on their 
bonds, together with reasonable divi- 
dends to their stockholders, that has 
prompted the Western trunk lines to 
increase their freight rates? Mr. Tart 
approved the declaration of his party 


“reasonable profit’ to American man- 
ufacturers. Has he become animated 
by such a ferocious hostility to the ralil- 
roads that he would deny them that 
reasonable profit? 


Was there any public reason, was 
there any other than a political reason, 
why in the usual‘and orderly procedure 
the Inter-State Commerce Commissioh& 
should not have been allowed to pass 
upon the proposed incréase of ratés? 
That has been forestalled by the in- 
junction suit.

EGYPT AND PANAMA, 

Col. Rooseve it kindly but firmly told 
John Bull that the mote in his eye 
needed extraction, but he betrayed no 
perception of the beam which frritates 
the eyes of some Americans. The in- 
‘terest to Col. Roosmve.T lies in the 
fact that he inserted the irritating 
beam, and that the inflammation re- 
mains acute, as attested by facts print- 
ed concurrently with the speech which 
has made England famous. 

Mr. Rooseveit sees England's posi- 
tion in Egypt clearly. If England has 
‘no right in Egypt she should retire. He 
‘eaid this to his hosts plainly. While 
his speech was echoing round the 
world the Colombians were mobbing 
Ewrique Cortez in the streets of Bar- 
ranquilla, in their resentment of an act 
done by President Roosrve.T. In the 
name of the United States, and for the 
benefit of Americans, ft can never be 
forgotten that Panama belonged to 
Colombia, because the signature of the 
United States was appended to our 
guarantee of the integrity of that terri- 
tory in its ownership of that time. But 
later we coveted it because we needed it 
in our canal business, and we took it 
at our own price. The offense of CorTHz 
was that he signed the tripartite treaty 
of Colombia with the United States and 
Panama by which our title to the ac- 
quired property was regularized. It is 
clear that there was no sentimentality 
about our part in this business. it was 
as frank a case of annexation as Aus- 
tria’s in its recent violation of the 
treaty of Berlin. Mr. RoosevEe.t spoke 
not as an American but as a citizen 
of the world in defense of that justice 
between nations which knows no race 
mor language nor latitude. On that 
universal standard the opinion which 
condemned Austria’s act must condemn 
the practice of President RoosEvetr, 
who assumed to correct the morality of 
Engiand’s course regarding Egypt. 

The plea in palliation of our taking 
as much of Panama as we wanted was 
that it was done for the good of the 
world. It was intolerable that the Isth- 
mus should not be severed in the fnter- 
est of universal commerce. The urg- 
ency of the case may be admitted, and 
the excellence of the motives. But the 
Colombians to-day will not allow one of 
their countrymen to live among them 
because he signed the documents in the 
transaction. There have been like riots 
in Colombia before and others for the 
same cause are likely. It is impossible 
to read of them without regret, and 
without the hope that some way may 
yet be found to redeem our guarantee 
to Colombia consistently with the 
‘world’s need of a cana) through terri- 
tory which was Colombia’s, and which 
is in our possession and enjoyment. 
Until that is done there will always 
be a cloud upon our title to lecture the 
world upon international morality. 





THE SUBWAY FIRE. 

The memorable disaster on the Paris 
underground railway Aug. 10, 1903, tn 
which eighty-four persons lost their 
lives, was caused by the fusion of the 
electric light wires in the cars. The 
insulating material caught fire, cars 
were burned, and the doomed passen- 
gers were either burned or suffocated. 
If, as reported yesterday, the fire in 
our own east side Subway above the 
Harlem River at midnight Wednesday 
was caused by the ignition of a pile 
of oil-soaked cotton waste in the pump- 
ing station south of Mott Avenue sta- 
tion the criminal culpability of agents of 
the Interborough Company is unques- 
tionable. If, as has also béen reported, 
the dense smoke which filled the tunnel 
was caused by the burning of the in- 
sulation of electric wires the company’s 
responsibility is scarcely less evident. 
In the seven years that have elapsed 
since the world was shocked by the 
Paris disaster it seems that the lesson 
of that disaster has been unheeded. A 
safe insulating material for electric 
wires can surely be found. WUninflam- 
mable insulation is needed everywhere, 
and particularly in underground rail- 
ways. 

Subway travel in New York is now 
nearly six years old, and some billions 
of passengers have been carried, with 
only a few comparatively slight acci- 
dents, and none of a kind peculfar to 
subways. But Wednesday night's fire 
and collision show that the danger is 
ever present. A rear-end collision dur- 
ing the fire, while the tunnel was filled 
with black smoke, shows the need of a 
| better signal system. It has been as- 
serted that rear-end collisions in the 
} tunnels were practically impossible, be- 
cause of the block system. But, while 
blinded by the smoke, the motorman of 
one train could not see the red danger 
signal, and if the wooden car in the 
middie of the train he ran into had 
not been empty it seems that life would 
have béen lost, inevitably. The wooden 
‘car was 80 badly broken thai tts roof 
was lifted. The steel cars stood the

It is announced from. Washington

Taz Times the Chairman 
of the Wholesale Dry Goods General 
Committee, Mr. R. K. MacLea, makes 
the following statement: 

This committee pointed out constant- 
ly before the law was passed the gross 
injustice and terrific advances worked 
out by the new so-called ‘ specific ”’ 
rates on cotton goods. 

Every member ef Congress was fur- 
nished with samples of _ shirtings, 
walstings, &c., and shown the applica- 
tion of old and new laws revealing 
these advances. 

In the same letter it was shown that 
advances in duties on staple cotton 
goods under the Aldrich tariff ranged 
from 13 per cent. to 58 per cent., the 
heavier advances being on the cheaper 
goods. We suppose it is too much to 
ask of the Republican Campaign Com- 
mittee that they should include such 
evidence as this of the actual operation 
of the tariff, but it would be only fair 
in them to do so. As Mr. MacL@a 
says: “ They cannot sidestep the tissue 
as presented to them. They passed these 


schedules against the wishes not only of 


the entire dry goods trade of the coun- 
try but of practically all the manufact- 
urers of cotton goods, (Eastern mills.)”’ 
Instead of furnishing the facts on such 
questions we have little doubt that the 
Committee will feed the voters with 
documents showing how zealous the 
Administration has been in suing rail- 
ways in the Middle West for seeking to 
make uniform rates, as Mr. Tart and 
Mr. RoosEeve.t and Mr. WickrrRsHam 
have insisted that they ought to have 
the right to do. 








THE CENTRAL PARK PLAN. 

We are sorry to find Park Commis- 
sioner STovEeR dallying with Mr. JouHn 
PURROY MITCHEL’s preposterous scheme 
of diairies and wading and swimming 
pools in Central Park. Mr. Stover, of 
course, does not countenance the 
scheme in its details. He knows, as 
we all know, that Central Park as it 
now exists is probably the finest city 
playground for children in the world. 
They crowd its open lawns, its ramble, 
and paths in fair weather. But to 
build wading pools on the lawns, to fill 
the lakes with dirty river water for 
bathing, would be folly. 

Mr. STOVER suggests that the two 
lower reservoirs, jointly known as the 
old reservoir, might be transformed 
into wading pools. Commissioner 
THOMPSON of the Department of Water 
Supply, Gas and Electricity says that 
the City needs all the reservoirs it now 
has, and may have to build another be- 
fore long. There has been a great deal 
of premature talk of the abandonment 
of the reservoirs in Central Park. It is 
a pity that they are in the Park, all the 
land of which is needed for park pur- 
poses, but they will be kept there for 
many years, and used only as reser- 
voirs. If they are removed in the fut- 
ure their place ‘should be taken by 
lawns and flower beds, groves, road- 
ways, and winding paths.

Among the many in- 
teresting suggestions as 
to the best way to con- 
duct long-distance “ero- 
plane flights is that of 
A. H. Post, who says it might be well 
if each machine carried two men, .both 
experienced and skillful aviators, so that 
one could relleve the other as necessity 
arose. Undoubtedly the operation of an 
aeroplane subjects muscle ang.mind to a 
severer strain than does that of any 
means of transportation which human be- 
ings have ever before used. Not only ts 
it severer, but it is different, since, as 
has already been pointed out, the aero- 
plane is the only vehicle, the submarine 
excepted, which can properly be called 
three-dimensional—the only one, that is, 
the movements of which are not confined 
to a single plane. 

The automobile, indeed, requires con- 
stant attention from its driver and must 
be steered every instant that it is in mo- 
tion, but its possibilities of deviation are 
limited and determined by the surface 
over which it passes, and while it can 
turn to right or left—and is always tend- 
ing to do so—it cannot turn up or down. 
The aeroplane, on the contrary, can.“ go 
wrong " in as many directions as there 
are points on the surface of a sphere im- 
agined as inclosing it. And men are not

Antarctic. gcorr’s expedition on 
board it may be assumed with some con- 
fidence that the attainment of the south 
pole will be accomplished within a few 
months. These explorers will have the 
enormous advantage of the knowledge 
and experience gained by Peary and 
SHACKLETON, and they go in numbers and 
with an equipment that with any fair 
sort of luck will give them success. As 
was the case of the men who in recent 
years have invaded the Far North, they 
know with a close approach to certainty 
just about what they, will find if they 
gain tueir “frozen grail,’’ but the last 
few degrees of that hurricane-tormented 
plateau must be traversed. to relieve the 
discontent from which men with the ex- 
ploring temperament will suffer as long 
as even one great geographic secret re- 
mains undisclosed. 

That there is not as much popular in- 
terest in the Antarctio Continent as there 
has been in the Arctic Ocean can hardly 
be denied, and yet the possibilities that 
the discovery of the south pole will 
“pay” in the material senses of that 
rather shabby word are very considerable. 
It is even probable that the rewards of 
exploration at that end of the world will 
in time come to be regarded as “‘ worth 
while’’ by those who are so free from, 
or so destitute of, sentiment as still to 
have difficulty in seeing why the search 
for the north pole was kept up ‘with such 
desperate persistency or what good there 
was in the finding of it. Already it is 
known that the southern continent con- 
tains great beds of coal, and there is 
more than a chance that Alaska's wealth 
of precious metals is duplicated or mul- 
tiplied in the desolate waste. 

The coal may be viewed as valuable 
only as the last resort of a chilling world, 
but if there are antarctic gold deposits 
they will attract the inevitable rush of 
eager miners, since the climate Is not 
much worse than others that such miners 
have found tolerable. It is a volcanic 
region, with at least a few of the fires 
still burning, and volcanoes, though not 
exactly safe or pleasant neighbors, always 
reward those wh>s can stand—and sur- 
vive-—their occasional frascibilities. Every- 
thing taken into the account, there are 
substantial reasons for regretting that 
the British expedition is not to have an 
American rival in the field. It will be

GIVES CHOICE OF CAREERS 





Adds That Unmarried Woman Is. Not a 
Fallure, but Warns Against Scorn 
of Household Drudgery. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 2.—In the first 
of a series of commencentent addrésses 
President Taft told the graduating class 
of young women at Bryn Mawr College 
to-day that he favored the higher educa- 
tion of women, and said that he utterly 
dissented from thé suggestion that high- 
er education rather unfits them for the 
duties of a wife and mother. 

Mr. Taft, who left Washington at 7 
this morning, arrived at the college 
shortly before 11 o’clock, and was most 


‘enthusiastically received by the Faculty, 


the students, and their friends. After 
greeting his daughter, Miss Helen Taft, 
who is a student at the college, and will 
be graduated next year, the President, 
with Miss M. Carey Thomas, President 
of the college, led the procession from 
Taylor Hall to the cloister garden, 
where under an immense awning’ the 
commencement exercises were held and” 
the President’s address delivered. . The 
day was fair and just warm enough for 
the outdoor exercises. The twerty-five 
hundred persons present, nearly al wo- 
men and girls, showed their appreciation 
of Mr. Taft’s commendation-of the high- 
er education for women by enthusiastic 
hand clapping. He said in part: 
Not Unfitted for Domesticity. 


“Tt is even suggested that the higher 
education of women rather unfits them 
to discharge the duties of a wife and 
mother; that in some way or other it 
robs them of a charm and gives them 
an intellectual independence that. is in- 
consistent with their being-the best wives 
and mothers. I utterly dissent from this 
view. The companionship of married 
life is the chief charm and reason for its 
being, so far as it relates to the two 
persons concerned. The enjoyment of 
the home, with children, and the training 
of them are of course among the most 
important duties and pleasures of mar- 
ried life and it certainly .does not de- 
tract from the power of a woman to 
make a good companion or to teach and 
train her children up to high ideals that 
she should have the advantage of the 
higher education. It is not: .essential 
that a woman who knows much must 
conform to the unattractive manner and 
ways of the conventional bluestocking; 
that she should make the extent of her 
knowledge a source of discomfort to 
those with whom ske associates, or that 
she should lose her interest in the senti- 
ment and emotions of life, or fail to have 
an appreciation of beauty and romance. 

‘I am quite ready to concede that mar- 
riage an motherhood are a normal 
status for woman, and, other things be- 
ing equal, she is happier in that condi- 
tion than in any other. But this is far 
from saying that a woman's life is a 
failure because she has not married; and 
that her life.may not be a failure be- 
eause she has married. .The home and 
the family are the nucleus of the high- 
est happiness, but if circumstances are 
such as to force women to accépt hus- 
bands whom they do not respect’ and 
love, and whom they -would not marry 
except to escape a life of poverty, the 
home and the family are not likely to be 
a model or to furnish an ideal.

‘‘In the profession of teaching: the wo- 
men already have the advantage over.men 
in point of humbers. It is true that they 
do not receive the same compensation as 
men. I do not know how this,.can .be 


remedied. I presume that the ‘salaries 
received are affected by the same-law 
as that which controls. prices in other 
markets, to wit, the law of supply and 
demand, and as there are more female 
teachers than male teacners, and as the 
common opinion is in many. institutions 
that there ought to be some men teachers, 
the men receive higher salaries. 

“There is one danger of a college edu- 
cation and four years’ life under college 
influences that it seems wise to warn 
against. It is the danger of discontent 
with the s-rreundings’ of the: home to 
which a college girl goes back, after grad- 
uation, end the vielding to the feeling that 
her own town or city does,not offer to 
her the opportunities whith she is en- 
titled to in the use of the education which 
she has acquired. It gives her, after she 
is settled at home again a nil-admilrari 
spimt. a longing for ‘something she does 
not have—a spirit of criticism toward 
everything which surrounds her, and a 
consequent inability to contribute to the 
happiness of those with whom. she lives 
or comes in contact. This is fot the right 
result of the higher education. 

‘‘A young lady with a higher education 
has much to learn after graduation in the 
homely details and the drudgery .of or- 
dinary life, and the sooner She learns it 
the happier and the earlier she can adapt 
to its hest use the knowledge and the 
mental arg a acquired in college.”

 ,The Chamber of Commerce, at its last 
meeting of the season yesterday, and the 
first meeting since the death of Edward 
VIL, passed resolutions of condolence and 
of good-will for the new King. Courtney 
W. Bennett, the British Consul General, 
Was present as the representative of Eng- 
land. 

The Chamber elected Theodore Roose- 
velt an honorary member. 

Mr. Choate introduced the resolutions, 
of which the last, referring to the new 
King, was, as he pointed out, an exact 
reproduction of that offered in behalf of 
-King Edward VII.. nine years previously. 
This read as follows: 

Resolved, That we wih for the new King, 
his Majesty George V., that his reign 
_. May be as happily distinguished as that 
which has just closed, by the victories of 
peace and by strengthening the ties that 
bind together the people of Great Britain 
and the United States.

The meeting was one of the longest this 
year, lasting more than two hours, and 
just befure r. Seward read his resolu- 
tion many members left the Chamber, 
among them being Jacob H. Schiff. His 
departure was commented on by an even- 
ing paper, which pointed out insinuating- 
ly that he had not stayed to vote on 
the HRocsevelt resolution. 

Mr. Schiff’s personal regard for Mr. 
Roosevelt is well known in the Street, 
and it was learned after the meeting that 
he had left as-did many others because 
the session had become so prolonged. 

The intimation that he had made a 
point of leaying Sefore Mr. Roosevelt's 
membership tame up for vote brought 
out this statement from Mr. Schiff later 
in the day: 

‘My attention has been called to an 
article in one of the evening papers 
which intimates that I left to-day’s meet- 
ing of the Chamber of Commerce while 
that body was electing Col. Roosevelt to 
honorary membership.

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IN ORPHANS’ OUTING 


Three Thousand Youngsters 
Taken to Coney Island in Three 
Hundred Motor Cars. 


TRUCKS GET INTO A RACE 





Small Army Swoops Down on the Re- 
sort and Makes Merry Without 
Much Sunshine. 





More than 38,000 orphans got ready yes- 
terday morning and went down to Coney 
Island for the day in their three hundred 
and odd automobiles—theirs for the day, 
anyhow. This is the sixth time the Or 
phans’ Automobile Day Association has 
led_ this army to Coney Island, and in 
spite of the raw weather the army was 
the biggest that ever descended on it. 
The youngsters didn’t care whether the 
sun was out or not; they never felt it if 
it was a bit cool. 

The children of twenty-two orphanages 
from the Bronx to the Battery were no- 
tified to be ready for the event. It took 
more than half.a mile of automobiles to 
collect them all. The vehicles included 
every sort of motor from a luxurious lim- 
ousine to a dinosauric truck. There were 
194 touring cars, 120 taxicabs, 15 sight- 
seeing cars, 3 opera buses, and 32 big 
trucks. 

The parade began to form in the neigh- 
borhood of Broadway and Seventy-eighth 
Street, proceeding down Broadway and 
Picking up the various divisions . which 
had already taken on their loads in dif- 
ferent parts of the city. With Col. Kirby 
C. Pardee, President of the association, 
in the lead, the parade moved to Forty- 
eighth Street, over to Fifth Avenue, and 
then north again, and over the Queens- 
boro Bridge into Brooklyn. 

The run down to the island past Pros- 
pect Park was a delight in itself. With 
traffic out of the way, the various cars 
were let out somewhat, and the 3,000 
voungsters showed how easy it is to get 
the speed mania. 

A party of Italian boys from the Five 
Points Mission had charge of a@ big truck; 
& party of Httle negro boys were in full 
possession of a truck belonging to an 
elevator company. They came alongside 
of one another, and each set of passengers 


began to coach their chauffeur to maks 
him get ahead of the other one. Mean- 
while the Itaiians and negroes let fly 
their compliments at one another across 
the road. 

The cnauffeurs were not able altogether 
to resist the words of their champions. 
The two trucks began to roll faster and 
fasier, and the passengers yelled louder 
and louder-in their applause. 

At a busy cross street the race eased 
off, with the Five Points truck a length 
ahead. 

Under the tread of the half mile of au- 
tomobiles tne dust rose in clouds. Fortun- 
ately the wind was blowing across the 
road most uf the way, and the automo- 
biles in the rear escaped the dusty conse- 
quenees of the long train ahead of them. 

it was shortly after noon when the line 
drew up in front of Dreamland. The 3,000 
streamed into this reservation with a 
whoop. They held together for eating 
purposes at first. One thousand at a 
time, they were marched to the restaurant 
on the pier, and ate meat stew, milk, 
roils. ice cream, and oranges, all being 
luncheon zuests of Hugh Chalmers. 

After that they took Dreamland. Every 
chute-the-caute boat was filled with 
shouting orphans. Evcry loop-the-loop 
car that looped ware crammed full of some 
of the men of to-morrow, who were for- 
getting in delight their destiny. These 
iwo thrilling means of entertainment ap- 
pealed to ine orphans as about the best 
they had ever seen for their purposes. 

But the 3,000 went into about every- 
thing else in sight. They wandered 
around until after 4 o’clock, and then 
the committees and guardians began to 
herd them together for transportation 
back to the city. At 5 o'clock the cars 
were all loaded in Surf Avenue, and one 
by one were sent out to the head of the 
avenue to await the signal for the start 
home. 

The four bands with the party sounded 
the retreat, and the 3,000 started home 
waving thelr farewells to Coney Island 
withthe flags and banners they had 
brought with them. There was a mili- 
tary band, one from the Hebrew Shelter- 
ing Guardian Society, another from the 
Catholic Protectory, and a fourth from 
the Leake and Watts Asylum. 

There was more rivalry between the 
trucks on the return. All the 3,000 got 
back home without mishap, and full of 


joy. 

Hugh Chalmers, who gave the lunch- 
eon, also furnished six cars. 
cabs were Supplied by various companies, 
and the. trucks came from mercantile 
establishments.

President Parsons Says at Exer- 
cises That Institution Needs 
\$1,000,000 for Expansion. 





DEPENDS UPON THE ALUMNI 





Thirteen Civil Engineers Get Post 
Graduate Degrees — Diplomas 
and Prizes Awarded. 





It was said by President John E. Par- 
sons of Cooper Union, at the graduating 
exercises last night, that $1,000,000 was 
needed to enlarge the institution so as to 
care for the increasing number of stu- 
dents seeking admission. 

Cooper Union was completely filled last 
night for its fifty-first annual commence- 
ment exercises. The girl graduates sat 
on the platform and the men sat in the 
first rows of the auditorium below. 

Herman Boettjer of the Day School of 
Technical Science spoke on ‘‘ What the 
Civil Engineer Has Done for New York.” 
Mathew Francis Quinn, who was gradu- 
ated from the Night Schoo] of Chemistry, 
delivered an oration entitled “* Chemistry 
and Modern Life.” He was followed by 


Henry W. Francis, whose subject was 
** The Relation of Sculpture to Civic Life.” 

The valedictorian was Alfred John Off- 
ner, whose subject was ‘“‘The General 
Science Course.’”’ He gave a general his- 
tory of Cooper Union, during the course 
of which he paid tributes to its founder 
and to notabie students who had gradu- 
ated from it. He said farewell to the 
students and the Faculty in such a 
dramatic way that he was aplauded for 
fully two minutes after he had left the 
platform. 

“Over 7,000 applied for entrance to 
Cooper Union this year,’’ President Par- 
sons ad, “and we were able to take 
care of only 8,404. 

‘* There has been @ movement on foot to 
start concerted action on the part of the 
alumni to raise the amount we need, but 
nothing definite haS been decided. Only 
to-day I received a letter from the man 
who suggested this work, and he tells me 
that he is glad that the board has taken 
no action, as a very important event is 
to happen in his life on June 7 and’ he will 
be too busy for a time to work for Cooper 
Union. 

**But the alumni should remember that 
Peter Cooper said that the future of Coop- 
er Union depended upon its alumni,’’ 

Mr. Parsons several times mentioned 
Peter Cooper’s name and, as always in 
Cooper Union, it was received with rever- 
ence and evidence of affection. 

Post graduate degrees were conferred 
on thirteen civil engineers, five mecheani- 
cal engineers, and two electrical en- 

ineers, graduates of the Night School of 
Science. 

From the Day School 
Science twenty-five graduated in the 
civil engineering course and twelve in 
the electrical engineering course. In the 
Night School of General Science there 
were fifty-two graduates. 

There were fourteen graduates from 
the Night School in Chemistry, and 
eleven from the night school in electrical 
engineering, while the degree of Bachelor 
of Chenistry, a diploma, and the Cooper 
Medal were conferred on ten post 
graduates in the Night School of 
Chemistry. 

There were seventy-nine graduates from 
the Night School of Art: eighteen from 
the Women’s Art School, and sixteen from 
the School of Stenography ana Type- 
writing for Women. 

Medals and prizes were awarded to 
students for exceptional work in various 
lines after the President and Mdwari R. 
Hewitt, grandson of Peter Cooper and 
Treasurer of Cooper Union, had spoken.

Safezcuarding Cotton Bills, 

Among the many suggestions advanced

The complete success of the flotation 
in France of the $50,000,000 4 per cent. 
fifteen-year debéntures of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul recently sold to a 
French banking syndicate by Kuhn, Loéb 
& Co. has been announced to the bankers 
here in cable advices from Paris. This 
flotation is regarded as a noteworthy 
achievement, having apparently the dis- 
tinction of being the most widely dis- 
tributed of any American railroad bond is- 
sue, the number of individual investors 
being in the neighborhood :of 250,000, 
which is by far a larger list of subscrib- 
ers than ever participated in any rail- 
road bond flotation made in the United 
States. 

With a special view to making the bonds 
attractive to small individual investors, 
who in France are numbered by the hun- 
dreds of thousands, this St. Paul issue 
was made in denominations of 500 francs 
and 2,500 francs, the equivalents of $100 
and $500. The average allotment by the 
French banks which floated the bonds 
was not in excess of 1,000 francs, or $200, 
and ho ono subscriber to the issue, ac- 
cording to the advices received by the 
bankers here, was alloted more than five 
bonds, or $2,500, and from this the allot- 
ments ranged down to $100 bonds. 

At the head of the syndicate of French 
banks which took the $50,000,000 issue was 
the Crédit Lyonnais, whose facilities for 
placing bonds with investors in Paris 
and throughout the French provinces are 
recognized as being without parallel in 
this ecvuntry. “he recommendation of 
any particular issue by such a French 
banking institution is equivalent to the 


Success of the issue. The manner in 
which this St. Paul issue has found its 
way into the hands of a great army of in- 
dividual investors is typical of the place- 
ment of large bond issues in France, and 
suggests pointedly the advantage of gain- 
ing eccess to the French market for 
American securities. 

The likelihood of placing further issues 
of our bonds in Europe at the present 
time is said in weH-informed banking 
circles to be greatly lessened by the im- 
pression created abroad by the Federal 
Government in obtaining an injunction 
against the increased rates of the Western 
railroads.

Former Superintendent Absolves Em- 
ployers by Saying He Paid the 
Wages of Convicted Checkers. 





The last installment of the cross-ex- 
amination of EB. W. Gerbracht before 
Judge Martin in the sugar fraud trial in 
the United States Circuit Court proved 
@ sorry session for the former Superin- 
tendent of the Williamsburg Refinery of 
the Sugar Trust, and hardly less so for 
his attorney, Georgé W. Mackellar. 
When Mr. Mackellar came: to take up 
the redirect examination of his client he 
got into sucn deep water that his asso- 
ciate, Clarence K. Lexow, had to pull his 
coat tails to help him out. The Govern- 
ment’s counsel, Henry I, Stimson, 
punched several holes in Gerbracht’s bar- 
ricade, which was constructed simply of 
his absence of memory. 

First off, there was a tilt between Mr. 
Stimson and the witness over the latter's 
confession that the late Henry O. Have- 
meyer had instructed him to keep the 
tests of raw sugar low. 

‘“*I think you said,’ began Mr. Stim- 
€on, “‘that Mr. Havemeyer directed you 
to falsify the tests of raw sugar.’’ 

‘““No, I did not,’’ returned the witness 
With heat. ‘‘I never said any such thing.’’ 

‘Your testimony was,’’ continued Mr. 
Stimson, “that he told you to make 
them low. ° 

‘““No, Sir,’ repeated Gerbracht, 
told me to keep them low.”’ 

“Now it has been testified,’’ the Gov- 
erniment’s lawyer continued, ‘“‘ that tests 
of raw sugar were made in the refinery 
in Wall Street. Were you in the habit 
ef withdrawing the figures you had sub- 
mitted as refinery figures and substitut- 
ing the figures of the Wall Street tests?’’ 

“TIT have never withdrawn any figures,” 
declared Gerbracht. 

Mr. Stimson thereupon read several let- 
ters from the company’s files which 
demonstrated that changes had often 
been made in the tests at the behest of 
Wall Street. 

“Now, didn’t you make the tests lower 
than the true figure?’’ he demanded. 

‘* Yes,’ 1eplied the witness. 

“And didn’t Mr. 
hg 

“Yes"’ was the reply. 

“So now. you do object to my for- 
mer expression that he directed you to 
falsify the tests.’’ 

| do object,’’ cried Gerbracht; “he 
did not tel] me to.”’ 
““Do you mean to have this jury un- 
cqerstand that there is a difference be- 
tween falsifying tests and keeping them 
lewer than the true figures?’’ Mr. Stim- 
sen demanded. 

“Yes, there is a difference,’’ replied 
Gerbracht, and Mr. Stimson let it go 
et that while various people in the court 
room laughed audibly. 

After leading the witness through some 
more questions which produced from him 
the assertion that there was no true test 
of polarization, and getti him to say 
that he didn t know what value the polari- 
écopic test was anyway, Mr. Stimson 
passed to the payments which Gerbracht 
edmitted he had made to Spitzer and the 
convicted checkers after the time of their 
indictment, and with the exception of 
Epitzer down to the present. 

Gerbracht said he believed these men 
were innocent and paid their wages out 
of his own pockct on account of this be- 
Jief—that is, up to the time of their con- 
stetion. He had no other basis for his 
belicf in their innocence than their own 
assertions. Mr. Stimson asked him if 
he welieved them guilty after their con- 
viction and Gerbracht said that he did, 
whereupon the Government’s lawyer de- 
manded why he continued paying their 
wages after that.

It was at this point that Mr. Lexow 
pulled his colleague down by the coat 
tails and the redirect examination turned 
into another path, which Judge Martin 
closed to the defense promptly when it 
appeared that Mr. Mackellar was asking 
leading questions.

DENIES-MISS QUINN’S STORY. 
Prof. Peck, Columbia Instructor, Says 
He Never Asked Her to Wed. 


Harry Thurston Peck, Professor of 
Latin at Columbia, literary critic and 
writer on various esoteric subjects for 
the magazines, would say little yester- 
day about hos relations with Esther 
Quinn, the young wamon employed as a4 
stenographer on The Commercial Arver- 
tiser in 190, when Prof. Peck was editor 
of that pulbication’s Literary Page. She 
is now suing for $50,000 damages, saying 
that he promised to marry her on or 
about Sept. 15, 1908, just after he was 
divorced by his first wife. 

One of Prof. Peck’s most widely read 
magazine articles was entitled ‘‘ What 
WoWmen Like in Men.’ It was pub- 
lis*cd ten years ago, about thetime that 
Miss Quinn now says her acquaintance 
with Prof. Pec, began. In view of Miss 
Quinn’s suit reporters® tried yesterday 
to get Prof. Peck to say something more 
on this subject. But Prof. Peck refused. 
‘There’s absaqlutely no truth in the 
marriage proposal story,” he said as he 
passed through the hall of the apartment 
house at 501 West 120th Street, where he 
livés with his second wife, Mrs Elizabeth 
H. Dubois Peck. The second Mrs. Peck 
was a teacher of the classics in the Mount 
Morris High School. Prof. Peck married 
her last. August after having been di- 
vorced by. his first wife, Mrs. Cornelia 
M. Dawbarn Peck, on the ground of de- 
sertion, a yéar before. 

The first Mrs. Peck obtained her divorce 
from Prof: Peck’'on Sept. 8, 1908. Miss 
Esther Quenn, the young woman who is 
suing the professor for breach of promise, 
says in her complaint that Prof. Peck’s 
promise to marry her was made a few 
days after the first Mrs. Peck got her 
Dakota decree. To show the affection 
which, she says, Prof. Peck has for years 
rofessod for her, Miss Quenn put in the 
ands of Daniel O’Reilly, her lawyer, 
many letters which, she says, the Colum- 
bla University professor wrote to her 
from the beginning of the alleged ac- 
quaintance in 180 in The Commercial Ad- 
vertiser office, in this city, and August, 
1909, when the professors’ marriage to 
Miss Dubois, the Morris High School 
teacher, Was announced. 

Mr. O’Reiliy said yesterday that he had 
more than one hundred létters written 
by Prof. Peck to Miss Quinn in the nine 
years of their friendship. Some of the 
letters were written from Moreland, the 
country home of the first Mrs. Peck, 
near Stamford, Conn., where Prof. Peck 
lived before his first wife divorced him, 
In the letters to the young woman 
she is addressed variously as ‘‘ Dear 
Tessie,’’ ‘‘ Darling Esther,’ ‘“*‘My Dar- 
ling,’’ ‘‘ Dear Love,’ and _ still more 
intimately, ‘*‘ Heart.’’ They are signed 
‘‘Remember, Alawys Yours ;Lovingly, 
H.,”’ ‘‘ Your Own, H.,”’ “ Yours Devotedly 
Always, Harry.’’ One written in the bec- 
ginning of the friendship, while Prof. 
Peck was still married to his first wife, 
contains the statement that ‘ Life is very 
com plex.’’ 

A few of the letters are signed Harry 
Thurston Peck, in full. In one of the 
letters, written in 1902 the writer teils 
Miss Quinn: ‘‘ If you were to stroll into 
the drug store at 104th Street and Colum- 
bus Avenue, at 7 o'clock to the minute 
you would find me there to-morrow. t 
would treat you to a postage stainp and 
then we could do whatever we might 
think best.’’ 

In his answer to the complaint, Prof. 
Peck denies all these allegations except 
the fact of his marriage to Miss DuBois.
